Boston, August 25th —At the session ri 
the Tariff Cjrrmiseion to-ffsy, David Towu 
send, cf the Courir.ental Sugar Refinery ot 
Boston, advocated an od valorem duty. The 
present 1»* he believed discriminatis in favor 
of certain classes, notahly those on the Pacific 
coast, as against the East. This is partial!) 
du9 to the Hawaiiau treaty. For the las 
three years prices for sugar on the Pacific 
c ast ran from one-half to two and turee- 
qnarters cents prr pound higtfer than on the 
Atlantic c o-1. which the consumer there ha. 
to pay. This is on account of the busines- 
being all iu the bands of two or three San 
Franci-co refiners, one of whom owns large 
plantations in the Sandwich I-lands. Labor 
there is very ehesp, and sugar C3U be pro­ 
duced at a small cost. It is admitted free of 
duty, an-1 sold to the western consumers at 
exornit»nt prices. If a merchant refuses to 
pay these prices, and buys of refiners iu the 
Adamic Stat.s, the rrliners combine against 
him, and will not sell at any price. Their 
surplus stock is sent E4-t ana sold at low 
prices, thus impairing the interests of Boston 
r, finer?. Before the treaty the prodnc’im of 
the Sandwich Islands was but 10 000.000 
pounds, while it is now about 80 000 COO. 
The treaty was intended to iu prove the cum- 
m-rcial telations between the two coun­ 
tries, but the amount of duties remitted 
is more than double the value rf the 
importations to those i-lands. The treaty 
has been of no benefit to consumers 
here, as p ices have rot been improved by it 
The National Prohibition Conveutlon. 
C hicago, Aujust 25th.—The C invention 
reassembled at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
A resolution dtelating against proscription on 
ecc uut of color, and demanding “ full and 
exact civil and p litical equality for all con­ 
ditions of men,” wita adapted as part of the 
platform. Two each from the various States 
were appointed a National Committee. When 
I wa was cd.Ied that delegation withdrew 
from the Convention, stating that under its 
instructions it could n -t sanction the forma­ 
tion of a third party, as its work was within 
the present party lines. After further talk, 
and the passage of resolutions of thanks, the 
Convention adjourned sino die. 
Texas Kepnbllran Stale Convention.

The report last year showed tbe 
disposal of lands by cash sales to the »mou> t 
of 1,587,617 acres. This year the r,p-rt will 
show, under tho same head, 3,099.899 acres o'f 
agricultural land alone, including trifling 
sales of Indian land, to which should be add­ 
ed sales of 37.061 acres under the desert land 
act; aud 7,194 acres of coal lauds. Home­ 
stead entri- s last year covered 5.02S ICO acres, 
while for tbe fiscal year just closed there 
were tsfeen uu-ler this act tue enormous area 
of 6,347.729 acres.

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A Mystery no Longer. 
San F rancisco, August 25;b.—The mys­ 
tery eurroundiug the case cf the unknown 
man, who one week ago yesterday was taken 
to the City and County Hospital in a gravel 
cart by some perron unknown, and there left 
only to remain in an uncomcions state up to 
the mouent of his death on Tuesday night 
las*, when it was ascertained by autopsy that 
he had sustained two fractures of tis skull, 
ha» at laat been solved by detectivrs Bohen, 
Whittaker and Dan Ccffey and officer 
Judge, who have tad the case under inves­ 
tigation. It has bsen ascertained that 
(l-.ceased was one Robert lb-ck, who, np to 
the time of his being stnt to the hospital, was 
in the employ of Thomas Coyne, street con­ 
tractor, at the corner of Braunan and Ninth 
streets. On the evening of Sunday, the 13:h 
ins’ , he. in company with Thos. Norton, a 
fellow laborer, went on a spree, during which 
they indulged iu pi*, beer ami »ardints. Late 
iu the evening they returned to the stable 
adjoining Cjyne’s house, in the loft of which 
they slept. 
Here, according to Norton's 
story, Rock foucd the bed-clothing of 
his bunk thrown about the loft, and accused 
another workman named Martin Fallon of 
having thrown the clothing about. Hot 
words were had between the two, hut har­ 
mony was finally restored by Rock giving 
Fallon tea cents with which to buy beer, 
which the iatterdid, and returning to the loft 
with it, the three drank it and went to bed. 
Lattr iu the night Norton was awa­ 
kened by hesrirg a scuflle, and raising 
up iu his bunk saw in the darkness two men 
fighting, whom he supposed to be Fal­ 
lí a and Rock. The disturbance was so great 
that two police rfficers came up into the left 
and separated the combatants, who after­ 
wards went to bed. Next morning Norton 
saw Rock sitting up iu his buck and the lat­ 
ter complained of feeling unwell. Going 
down to the barn floor Norton met Fallon, 
who had his two e)e.* blackened and bis face 
c vered with Hood. Norton and Fallon went 
to work, but Rock passed his time between 
Coyne’s house and the left, complain­ 
ing of feeling unwell, until Thursday, 
when Coyne told Fallon that he had better 
place Rock in a gravel cart aud take him to 
the hofpiial, which was done. On Fallon’s 
return, Norton asked him what the doctor 
had said about Rock, and the reply received 
was that Rock had toid the doctor that he 
had the shills. Coyne explains the cause of 
his not having inquired after Rock while in 
the hospital, by saying that he did not know 
that the man was seriously injured, and ex­ 
pected each day that he would return to his 
work, and kept his place open for him. He 
heard nothing of the case because he does not 
read the papers.

Most of tbe W estern or Mississippi valley 
States were ori.’iually settled by a sturdy class 
of pioneers, who bad no other object or pur­ 
pose than to till the soil. 
These pioneers 
struck out into the wilderness with their ox 
teams aad their families, and having found a 
location that suited them, pitched their tents 
and begun with the ax and spade and hoe to 
make a home. 
An opening having been made 
in tbe f lest, a few hills of corn were planted ; 
a few more trees cut down, and a larger space 
cleared up, a few more hills of corn were 
planted, and a few hills of p o 'a t’es. 
The 
first season was spent in cul iv a'irg the corn 
and pntatoes and some other common garden 
vegetables, and in expending the little clear­ 
ing. 
A log hut was the work of the seasor, 
only a spare hour now and then being devoted 
to hewing the logs and putting them i i place. 
In this slow but sure and economical man­ 
ner the homes grew up in the wilder­ 
ness, and farms were cleared of timber 
and fields were brought into cultivation. 
In the course «f years there were settlers 
enough within a radius of f u ro r five miles 
to w arrant the building of a school-house, 
generally u s'd jointly for a school and a 
church. 
Then at some central locality the 
country store was opened and the blacksmi'h 
shop established. 
Then society was fairly 
organized, and settlement began to progress 
more rapidly. 
In the course of eight or ten 
years other industries were introduced—such 
as a tit:-shop, a wsgon-shop, a custom grist­ 
mill, a tailor-shop and a shoe-shop. All these 
shops and stores w?re necessaries to supply 
the wants of the farmers. 
No money was 
needed or used for a long time in these pio­ 
neer settlement». 
The farmer wanted his 
horses shod, his plow and wagón mended and 
his family supplied with boots and shoes. 
The mechanic wanted a little corn and wheat, 
a few bushels of potatoes, a little batter, and 
these the farmeis bad t> spare and the ex­ 
change 
was 
m ale, 
and 
the 
necessary 
wants of 
all 
were 
supplied, 
and 
no 
money {asset either w ay; b it all ae- 
accaunts were equarud, and everybody was 
out of debt ard happv. 
How differently was 
California settled ! 
W ithin a year after the 
discovery of gold the whole mining region of 
the State was full of all classes of people f o n 
every c mutry in the world. 
Some were full 
of life aud excitement, hurraing from place 
to place looking for gold. Others were equally 
excited and equ ally eager to obtain gold, but 
having found a lead w»re bending every nerve 
to digging and washing the gold from the bars 
in the rivers. 
Others, with the same object 
in view, had set up trading posts to supply 
the imme bate wants of the miners aud pros­ 
pectors. 
O hers had become packers and 
team sters and stage drivers, to do the pas­ 
senger and carrying business. No corn was 
planted, no potatoes were 
put into the 
ground, and no log cabins were built. 
No 
one bad any idea of making a bom» or per­ 
manent business in the country. 
To get a 
pile and go home was the all-nrovailing idea. 
No scbo: l-house was wanted, because there 
were no children in theconntrv. No churches 
were established, because tbe church had been 
left at home. 
There was nothing permanent 
or settled in the State. 
B ut a few years of 
this itinerancy and uncertainty, however, 
wore off the excitement a lit le, and to some 
the love of home and of permanency began 
to return ; to some the good old farm habits 
of their earlier rays seemed to come hack in 
♦heir minds and tell them that there was a 
better way to live, a better and more perma­ 
nent a.ud satisfactory bu-inessthan mining to 
follow even in this State. U nder the influence 
of these promptings, now and then a man 
staked off a claim to a piece of land in tbe 
valley, built him a primitive house, and 
started in to make a horne and a farm. 
E ich 
instance i f this kind servel as an invitation 
or incentive to others to go and do 1 k?wiee. 
Y ear by year mining grew less «'tractive and 
less remunerative, and year by year more 
abandoned the mines aud turned their atten­ 
tion to agriculture, which year by year grew 
more and more successful and profitable. The 
first families that came to the country found 
their homes in the valleys. 
The first school- 
house-s 
and 
churches 
were 
built 
in 
the 
va'leys. 
The first permanent societies 
for benevolent purposes were formed in the 
valleys. 
By degrees the population of the 
State, whlca for the first few years was near­ 
ly all in the mining sections, began to move 
to tha valleys. 
By degrees people began to 
abandon the idea of going home to enj >y the 
fruits of a few years of successful labor in 
the mines, aud turn their attention to m ak­ 
ing their homes in the agricultural portions 
of the State. 
About a third of a century 
has passed, and a State that at the beginning 
was thought to be good for nothing but min­ 
ing has become ot o of the leading agricul 
tural States in the Uni m. 
From a State of 
tem porary mining camps, 
California has 
grown to be a t>t.«ve ■ f permanent farms and 
pr a ec us agricultural villages and crnr- 
mercial cities. 
T hirty years ago we exported 
gold, and imported all articles of food and 
manufactured articles. 
To-day we send our 
wheat and barley, our fruit and wiue, our 
manufactured 
cloths, 
and 
our 
agri­ 
cultural and other machinery to every 
part 
of 
the 
world. 
Even 
the 
sections of the State where mining was 
originally pro-rcuted with the greatest g-c- 
c;es lava te a tran-formed in ‘n the best 
orchard and vineyard districts. 
Even the 
bar in which gold was first discovered is now 
cultivated in orchard aud vineyard th at yield 
its owner moro real wealth than was ever 
taken from it wh n mined for the precious 
metal, and the whc lo country surrounding is 
dotted now with fruit trees and vines, and in 
the place of the rough miner’s cabin there 
have sprung up the neat and tidy cottages of 
the rrc'ard ist and vintager. 
The w a t'r 
ditches that were originally built to convey 
water to dry diggings are now used to carry 
water to irriga e v. vetable gardens and small 
fruit farm ', meado es 
a id 
grain 
fi-ids, 
orchards and vineyards, dairy aud stock 
farms, and to supply thousands of prosperous 
homes with water for domestic purposes. 
T hirty year' ago California was astonishing 
the world wi h her yield aud export of gold— 
to-day the w-nld is more astonished at her 
v i'ld of the products of her agriculture aud 
horticulture, while she is still, producing gold 
in d o mean or small quantities. 
B ut the pro­ 
ducts of her mices are becoming less and less, 
while the products of her farms are becoming 
more and more. 
Mining was the original 
but transitory occupation of our people. 
Farm ing was the second»ry but permanent 
and enduring industry of the State. 


The Cannery Combination. 
The canneries established in different sec­ 
tions of the State have been a (1 od-sead to 
tbe fruit industries. 
B ut a few years ago it 
was common to see tons and tons of apples, 
peaches and pears lying on the ground rot­ 
ting because there was no paying m arket for 
them . 
I t is true, we have found extensive 
m arkets for fresh fruits all along the lines of 
the Central and Southern Pacific Railroads 
and their branches. . I t is true, by the intn - 
dncfion of the numerous artificial fruit-dry- 
ers we are able to convert fresh and perish­ 
able fruits into a comparatively imperishable 
and 
commercial article, and 
this 
vary 
rapidly. 
Y et to the fruit canneries the 
fruit interest of California is indebted for 
its greatest impulse and most substantial aid. 
The canneries this year have secured the fruit­ 
growers a handsome p r tit in tbeir burine»». 
and in the absence of the canneries but ,ve y 
few growers could have saved theinselvo 
from greater or less loss. 
The canneries are 
the guarantee of profits in the future. 
They 
stand behind the revival and resuscitation cf 
old orchards and the planting of new ones. 
The canneries have brought the fruit markets 
cf th e w u illto our doors, and have made 
tbe millions of Europe buyers and consumers 
of our fruit. 
They have done all this, not­ 
withstanding it is charged th at the canneries 
have entered into a grand ami comprehensive 
combination for handling and controlling the 
fruits of the State. 
If by this combination 
they never become the oppressors of the grow­ 
ers more than thoy have this year, then 
there is nothing to fear from the combi­ 
nation. 
If, on the contrary, as it is fearer1, 
they propose to depress prices for fresh fruits 
to such an extent ss to leave tbe producers 
but a mere living and no fair profits, and by 
controlling the bulk of California canned 
fruit in such a manner as to make consumers 
pay large prices, and tbns secure to them ­ 
selves the U-it’s share of the profits of the 
whole fruit industry, then there is much to 
fear from the future of this combination. 
By 
adopting a fair, liberal course the managers of 
the combination have it in their power to 
make fruit-grewing in California a permanent 


and constantly profitable business, and at the 
same time to do the same for the canning in­ 
dustry. 
The m arket for theis class of goods 
may be made almost unlimited, and if the 
c nibination of earners will adopt the plan 
of securing their profits from tbe large 
amount of business done by them rather than 
from large dividends from a small business, 
they can enrich the growers at the same time 
they are m .king fortunes for themselveB, and 
they csn retain control of the business and 
its pec fits indt finitely. 
If, on the otl er baud, 
they begin by cutting down tbe profits of the 
gr jwc-r below a fair rate, they will discourage 
the industry at its first stage, and rend r 
their own enterprise unprofitable and unsatis­ 
factory. 
“ Live and let live ” is the true rule 
for «11 who sra in any way connected with 
the fruit industries of this State, and we 
hope all will adhere to this rule and do well. 


The Fourth Cutting 
Alfalfa is being cut tbe fourth time all 
al~>ng the Sacramento, American and other 
rivers in this State where a good stand w¡s 
carried through the winter. 
W e have teen 
meadows turn off this Beason four crops that 
would average two and a half tons to the 
acre, making ten tons per acre for the season. 
Tbes9 same meadows afforded good feed frcm 
February 1st to M arch 1st, in tbe spring be­ 
fore the hay was allowed to begin to grow, and 
they will furnish good feed from the present 
time till frost comes, pri bablv till lOfcember 
1st. 
Alfalfa hay baled is now worth in this 
city Sid per ton. 
The cost of production, 
c ranting interest on capital, labor, etc . is 
ab ut $8 per ton, delivered in th - city baled. 
I'tris gives the producer about $4 per toD 
clear ur npt ptotit, or S40 per acre f or hi- 
band. 
A ll 
the 
river 
bottom 
lands 
are 
good 
for 
about 
teu 
tors 
per 
annum, provided the water can be kspt 
off of them during the winter and spiiag. 
W ater, however, Btan ring on the m etdiw s 
from ten days to two weeks kills ail alfalfa 
roots and renders a new sowing necessary. 
The first season’s crops, after eeedirg in the 
spring, are nectssarily light, and aff rd but 
little o r d o profit to the owner. 
W ith the 
certainty of annual crops of alfalfa without 
annual s «ding the river lands would be 
worth $500 an acre. 
W ith the present un­ 
certainty they have no standard value. 


An Unexpected Yield a id Good Prices 
From nearly all quarters we hear of an un­ 
expected good cri p of wheat. 
Contrary to 
all expectations, California will produce more 
wheat this season than last. 
This is indeed a 
good year for California farmers, and they 
ought certainly to pay up a large share of 
their debtB. 
W heat, 81 70 per cental; bar­ 
ley, 81 25, and oats and corn in proportion ; 
h >ps, 50 cents a pound. 
B utter has not been 
lower than 25 certs, and will probably go to 
40 or 50 durirg the coming winter. 
Crapes 
and fiuits cf every drs.ripti n bear good 
prices, and all can be sold. 
M eats of all 
kinds are high aDd scarce, and are likely to 
be for some time in the future. 
In fact every 
product of tie farm rules high, and the yield 
has been generally good.

A MAD ACTRESS. 


THE 
EXACTIONS 
OF 
THE DRAMATIC 
STAGE. 


The Ftory of Coralle Walton—A Career 
More Dramatic than Many of the 
Heroines She Impersonated. 


[Journal of Psychological Medicine.] 
Every m em ber of the coy>s dram atique 
passes his life in a non-nA ural and a rti­ 
ficial condition. 
His education is carried 
on and completed on the stage by rehearsals 
and public representations, accomnanied 
by private study. 
His reading is confined 
to the authors, whose words he m ust com­ 
m it to memory, whose sentim ents he m ust 
realize in his mind, in his heart and bear­ 
ing. 
H is associations are unreal, his com ­ 
panions generally of th e same excitable or 
imaginative type as himself, tb e rew ards of 
his exertions or success are the applause 
and approbation of his sim ulated passions, 
patriotism or m errim ent and bis position 
in society, although not degraded and 
branded as it once was, is still uncertain, 
undignified, and keeps him on the outside 
of 
those ranks and grades upon whose 
patronage 
and 
pleasure 
he 
depends. 
He sees and krow s th e world through 
th e footlights. 
H is intercourse w ith his 
fellow-men is chiefly when they cheer his 
assumed greatness, w it or extravagance, 
or 
when 
they denounce 
and 
hiss his 
feebleness or failure. 
An em inent and 
popu'ar actor, who had passed his whole 
life upon the boards and who hereditarily’ 
seemed to be designed or prepared for 
the destiny which he invited, has said : 
“ The result of m y experience is th a t the 
stage is the last occupation a vonng man of 
spirit and am bition should think of fol­ 
lowing, 
for this 
one reason, if for no 
other—th at it seems to cut him off from 
the business of life and from the great 
movem ents and practical working of the 
world—the objects of a w orthy and legiti­ 
m ate am bition. 
If employed, hard work 
aud small pay. 
As he advances into the 
position of a regular actor th e am ount of 
study to be ‘ up i n ’ at short notice is 
brain splitting ; in some cases over study 
has produced brain fever. 
Therefore, let 
no rash youth, ‘with a soul above buttons,’ 
adopt the stage as a means of elegant 
id'eners ; if he he do he will be woeftil'v 
m istaken when he finds th at, after a hard 
week’s work, even Sunday is not alw ays a 
day of rest.” 


CORALIE WALTON. 
Coralie W alton is described as possessed 
of gTeat beautv and eloquence, of unim ­ 
peachable moral deportm ent, b ut of a re­ 
served, reticent and dignified m anner, and 
in d 'ess and ornam ent presenting the per- 
feet personification of the m odesty and 
harm ony of a well-bred woman. 
She is 
first se< u at a rehearsal, where she displays 
a perfe. t knowledge of her part and the 
regular business of the stage, and from 
which she retires im m ediately after, w ith­ 
out mingling in th e fam iliarities and flirta­ 
tions which occasionally, innocently enough, 
take place on such occasions. 
Coralie 
W alton is represented by the manager, 
after a year’s experience, as a moBt correct, 
modest and obliging character, as having 
been adm itted w ithout introduction, but 
a3 having won favor of the public so 
trium phantly 
th a t 
she 
had been pro­ 
moted 
to 
th e 
position 
cf 
leading 
actress. 
H er obliging disposition seems 
to have tem pted her em ployer to 
im ­ 
pose extra and extrem e duties, which re­ 
vealed how “ quick she was in stu d y ,” how 
voluntarily she devoted her nights in order 
“ to get up in a new p a rt,” and the cheer­ 
fulness and fidelity which accompanied all 
these exertions, qualifies which embold­ 
ened her superior to allude to her former 
experience and her home, an experim ent 
winch provoked a passionate demand th at 
he should never allude to her home again. 
The obvious reason was th a t she had some 
reason in shrouding her previous career in 
obscurity, and it is highly probable th a t 
this constant effort to elude discovery’ may 
have had an im portant and deteriorating 
influence upon her m ental and physical 
constitution. 
She is depicted as Virginia, “ th e per­ 
fection of girlish beauty, the type of classic 
grace, the ideal of feminine softness, all 
tinged and Bhaded by a pervading sadness,” 
as displaying a perfect acquaintance w ith 
the lines of the poet, as entering into the 
tragic character of her part, bu t as betray­ 
ing trem or 
and 
agitation whenever cither 
approaches 
or allusions to love 
scenes 
occurred. 
Insensibility follows the more 
exciting passages, and it is observed th at 
the repeated application of a handkerchief 
to her lips is to staunch the appearance of 
blood. 
In Desdemona she is equally suc­ 
cessful, bu t is equally abhorrent of all the 
tenderer and impassioned incidents, and 
recoils from the w riter of the recital, who 
acted Othello, b u t is so calm, and coid and 
still, th a t in th e death 
swoon he is para­ 
lyzed by 
th e 
apprehension th at she is 
actually dead ; and he tests his fear during 
the action of the sc ne by placing his hand 
upon her heart, and to add to the seeming 
reality of the crisis the lady u tters not the 
required farewell injunction, nor any re­ 
sponse, remaiuS m ute and motionless even 
after Othello has u-ed his poinard, and 
proves to have actually fainted either in 
the organism or hysteria of her tem pera­ 
m ent, or in the Btage of some more serious 
malady. 
A LOVER. 
The next episode in this strange, un­ 
eventful history is the appearance of lovers 
attracted by the beauty aud isolation of 
the fair Desdemona. 
One of these, ani­ 
m ated by violent passions, bu t base de­ 
signs, she shunned ; repelled w ith dignity 
aud firmness. 
An honorable protector es­ 
poused the canse of the injured lady and 
em ancipated her from further annoyance. 
The chivalrous youth had become enamored 
of tho grace and talents of Coralie W alton, 
and ,so sincere and pure was the affection 
thus inspired th at he determ ined to adopt 
th e stage as his profession ; and after pro­ 
longed study and tuition in this school, he 
was incorporated w ith the com psny. 
This 
handsome and accomplished suitor suc­ 
ceeded in captivating a t once the adm ira­ 
tion and applause of the public, and the 
kindly feelings of tbe person whose a ttra c ­ 
tions’ had tem pted him. 
“ Tbe course of 
true love never doth run sm ooth;” and 
although a deep and exalted affection had 
arisen betw een 
the 
parties interested, 
the 
lover suddenly announced his de­ 
parture 
for 
America, 
avoiding 
all 
explanation 
of 
his 
conduct. 
She 
who was, in some inexplicable manner, 
the cause of this catastrophe, was seized 
w ith brain fever. 
Shortly after her re­ 
covery she was called upon to act Ophe­ 
lia, and is described by the H am let of 
the evening as agitated by trem ulous and 
spasmodic tw itching of the face when he 
took her hand and pronounced tha words : 
“ I did love yon once,” the contractions 
and agitat m s being intensified when she 
replied : 
“ Indeed, my lord, yon made 
me believe so.” 
On th e occurrence of the 
passage 
“ Yon should not have believed 
ma. for virtue cannot so inocnlate our old 
stock bu‘ we shall relish of it—I loved 
yon n o t," the poor, trem bling, agitated 
girl becomes more and more th e image of 
distress and despair, evidently recalling and 
reanim ating some faded bu t unforgotten 
scene of pain aiid separation, representing 
less Ophelia than herself, and paralyzed 
rather by real sentim ents and sorrows 
rath er than by their im itation. 
A wild 
w andering of the eye, and a hysteric catch 
in the speech were observed, and were 
siieedily followed by wild, uncontrollable 
shrieking, uttered as she rushed from the 
stage, and passing a t once into hysterical 
and ultim ately acute and fatal mania. 
In 
tbe course of a few days this unfortunate 
victim of impersonation died, w hilst still a 
lunatic, and in her incoherence m attering 
confused sounds, in which m ight be dis­ 
tinguished. “ O m other! m o th er!” aud 
“ Tell H am let not to forget.” 


c o r a l ie’s se c r e t. 
Contemporaneously w ith her sudden loss 
of reason there was delivered to th e n ar­ 
rator a packet, w ith the argent request 
th a t be should deliver it to the person 
w h ose name it bore, sh o u ld be e co oouter 


him in his travels through America, where 
he was about to go. 
Upon tbe contents 
of this missive hung the solution of the 
m elancholy tragedy recorded. 
The owner 
of th e packet was discovered in the per­ 
son of an officer in the U nited States 
arm y, who revealed to the narrator all 
th at was previously inexplicable in the 
conduct of Coralie W alton. 
I t disclosed 
th at the attachm ent was returned by the 
object of his 
idolatry, who, 
however, 
while confessing perfect reciprocity, gently 
but firmly refused her consent to an im ­ 
m ediate union. 
The event was made to 
depend upon a proposed visit 
to the 
m other of the actress, when the betrothed 
youth finds himself, to his horror, in a 
notorious brothel, whose m istress is the 
roughed, bedizened, u tterly proii gate and 
degraded parent of his cherished com­ 
panion. 


THE HOUSEHOLD. 


W ild pluni9 are delicious if preserved in 
the old-fashioned way, “ pound for pound ” 
—th at is, a pound ot sugar to a pound of 
plums. 
Stew tbe p'um s w ith the skins on. 
Plain linen carriage robes, which are both 
useful and on-antental, can be made at 
home. 
Finish them around the edge w ith 
a hem about two inches wide, in one cor­ 
ner em broider the owner’s monogram, and 
in another a spray of golden rod w ith pop­ 
pies, in Kensington stitch. 
Before putting a roast of veal in the 
oven cover the upper side of it w ith thin 
slices of bacon. 
Unless you have tried 
this you will be surprised w hat a delicate 
flavor and rich brown color will be im ­ 
parted to the otherw ise almoBt tasteless 
meat. 
Tne gravy will be grea ly im­ 
proved, 
and the dressing also, 
if the 
knuckle is stuffed. 
Cnocolate blanc-mange is made of half a 
box of gelatine dissolved in a little cold 
w ater ; heat one pint of sw eet m ilk to the 
boiling point ; in this stir one teacupful of 
grated chocolate and one cup of tugar. 
W hen ready to tu rn in moulds add the 
gelatine aud a tablespoon' ul of v an illa; 
serve when cool w ith sugar and cream and 
w ith fresh fruit. This is especially adapted 
to a Ju ly dinner. 
lla-pberry shrub, when m ade w ith red 
raspberries, is a pleasant drink. 
P u t tuu 
berries in a jar, aud pour enough vinegar 
over them to cover them . 
Let them 
stand for two or three hours, then heat 
them thoroughly w ithout letting them 
boil lo n g ; strain them , and to one pint 
of juice add one pint of su g ar; scald tbis 
juico and skim it caretuUy ; wnen co.d, 
seal it in bolt es. 
I t is ready ¿or use iu a 
few weeks. 
B iking-plates and pudding-dishes th at 
have been used for a long tim e need a 
thorough cleansing occasionally. 
To d~ 
this put them iu a k e t'le of w ater in which 
you have pu t a spoonful of wood-ashe3 to 
«ne quart, ot w ater. 
i. t them boil iu this 
fur an hour, aud if any grease has been 
absorbed through cracks iu th e glazing, 
it will be removed, and piecrust bak d on 
a plate thus cleaned will he sw eet and not 
unwholesome. 
A novel and wonderfully p re t'y brush- 
broom pocket is made m the shape of a 
large butterfly. 
The foundation of paste­ 
board is covered w ith brown velvet, aud is 
ornam ented aud made to look fairly natural 
by the addition of chenille aud gilt-cord 
put on in lines and spots. 
It is lined with 
brown or yellow silk, and to tho back is 
fastened a curved piece of pasteboard, also 
covered w ith silk. 
In this the whisk- 
breo n is to be kept. 
Tbe size of the bu t­ 
terfly m ust depend on th e size of the 
broom, as this m ust be concealed from 
sight 
A plain pincushion of silk, satin, or si­ 
lesia can be kept fresh by having tw o extra 
covers to pin over i t ; tor from tw elve to 
tw enty-live cents very p retty lace m ats can 
be bought, and they may be pu t on diag­ 
onally, so th at th e covers of the cushion 
will show (if of silk or satin), or be p ut on 
in the usual way. 
The holes made by the 
pins in a handsome cushion, and which, 
after a little while, spoil its good looks, are 
hidden by" these lace covers. 
W hen one 
cover is soiled put the other on. 
Spiced tripe can be prepared a t home 
and be ready for use in a few days. 
Take 
fresh tripe, cut it in pieces four or five 
inches square; put a layer of tho tripe in 
an earthen jar, then sprinkle a few cloves, 
allspice, and some black pepper over it, 
then another layer of tripe and spice, and 
so on until the jar ¡3 full. 
Cover it closely 
and set it in a cool cellar, if possible in a 
refrigerator. 
This is relished for tea. 
W hen served cold, w ith potato salad also 
cold, biscuit and b u tter and chocolate, it 
makes a refreshing meal. 
Damson jelly is made easily by putting 
the damsons iu a jar in the oven aud le t­ 
ting them heat gradually, and so ex tract­ 
ing the juice. 
To every pint of juice add 
one pound of sugar. 
Proceed then as for 
curraut jelly. 
A fter the juice is extracted 
for the jelly rub the fruit through a sieve. 
This, ol course, removes th e stoues. W hen 
rubbed through th e sieve weigh the fruit 
and add its w eight in bugar ; boil it until 
it stiffens, put it in cups to harden, and it 
can be turned into jelly plates, and is de­ 
licious w ith cold meats.

V lew of the Priocip'es of Evidence and the 
M ethods of Scientific Investigation,” two 
vi lim es. 
He was author, also, of “ Es­ 
says on some U nsettled Questions of Polit­ 
ical E .o m m y ,” 1S44, aud “ T he Princi­ 
ples of Political Econom y,” tw o volumes, 
1848. 
The m etaohvsical opinions of Mr. 
Mill warpe I his judgm ent as to the Baco­ 
nian system , but he expounds his views 
w ith clearness and candor, and is a pro. 
fouud as well as independent thinker. This 
was still further evinced in his work “ On 
I.ib 'rty ,” 1S59, in which he describes and 
denounces th a t “ strong perm anent leaven 
of intolerance which at all tim es abides in 
the m iddle classes of this country,” and 
which, he thinks, subjects society to an 
intolerable tyrannv. 
Mr, M ill held tbe 
office long pipsessed liv his father, th at of 
Exam iner o ' In d im C >rre«pondence, I n ­ 
dia House. 
On the disso'ution of the East 
India Company, 1S59, be retired w ith a 
liber 11 provision, and. we m av add, w i‘h 
universal respect. 
Subsequently he pub 
l't-hed “ Considerations on B eoresenfat ve 
G overnm ent,” 
18G1 ; 
“ Utilitariani-iru.” 
1862 ; “ Comte and Poritivi»ui ’’ and “ E x ­ 
amination of Sir W illiam H am ilton’s P hi­ 
losophy,’ 
1S65 ; 
“ England 
a rd 
Ire ­ 
land, 
1868; 
“ T be 
S uhject’on 
of 
W omen, 
I860. 
M r. 
M ill 
was 
re­ 
turned to the House of Commons as one 
of the tremberB for 
W estm inster, and 
retained hia S’at for about three years, from 
ISG5 to 1SG8. 
As a politician, he acted 
w ith the Liberal party, b ut made little im­ 
pression on the House or th e country. 
TTe 
was aware, he said, of the weak pointe in 
democracy as well as in Conservatism , and 
was in favor of a plurality of votes an­ 
nexed to education, not to property. 
His 
speeches on Ireland and the Irish land 
question were published. 
M r Mill died at 
Avignon in 1S73. 
Shortly after his death 
appeared his “ A utobiography,” one of the 
m ost reo arkable narratives in th e lan ­ 
guage. 
He was trained by his father wir.h 
extraordinary care. H e had no recollection 
of beginning to learn Greek, and before he 
was eight years old he had read in H erod­ 
otus, Xenophon and Plato, and had de­ 
voured such English books ss the histories 
of Hume, Robertson and Gibbon. 
“ My 
father,” he added, “ never perm itted any. 
thing which I learned to degem rite into a 
mere exercise of memory. 
H e strove to 
make the understanding not only go along 
w ith every step of th e teaching, but, if 
possible, precede it.” 
The father had cn. 
tirely given up religious belief. 
Though 
educated in the Scotch creed of Presby- 
terianism, he had come to reject not only 
the belief in revelation, but the foundation 
of w hat is commonly called n n 'u ral re­ 
ligion. 
Hence the son received no religious 
instruction. 
“ I grew up ,” he save, “ in a 
negative state w ith regard to it;’ I looked 
upon the modern exactly as I did upon the 
ancient religion, as som ething which in 
no 
way 
concerned 
m e.” 
The 
result 
of 
this 
system 
of 
education 
and 
unbelief was not favorable. 
Tbe elder 
M ill thought “ hum an life a poor thing 
a t best, after the freshness of youth and of 
unsatisfu-d cariosity had gone by ;” and 
the Boa fell into a state of m ental depres­ 
sion, the habit of analysis having worn 
away feeling and pleasure in the ordinary 
objects of hum an desire. 
H e never seems , 
to have possessed the vivacity and tender­ 
ness of youth ; in his autobiography he 
does not once m ention his m other." A t 
length he became acquainted w ith a m ar­ 
ried lady, a M rs. Taylor, of whom he 
Rfieaks in the m oit extravagant term s, com­ 
paring her to Suelley in her general sp irit­ 
ual characteristics as well as in tem pera­ 
m ent and organization ; b ut in thought and 
intellect the poet, he says, “ so far as his 
powers were developed in his short life, 
was b ut a child to w hat she ultim ately 
became.” 
This lady was to Mill an object 
of idolatry—a .being th a t seemed to supply 
the w ant of religion aud veneration. 
A fter 
tw enty years of Platonic affection, and the 
death of Mr. Taylor, she became the wife 
of the philosopher. 
He adde : “ For seven 
years and a half th at blessing was mine ; 
for seven and a half only ! I can say noth­ 
ing which conld describe, even in th e faint­ 
est m anner, w hat th at loss was and Í3. 
B ut because I know th at she would have 
wi»hed it,. I endeavor to m ake the best of 
w hat life I have left, and to w ork for her 
purposes w ith such dim inished strength as 
can be derived from thoughts of her, and 
communion w ith her m em ory.” 
H e su r­ 
vived her about fifteen years. 
Thomas Archer, born in London, 1S30. 
N ovelist and miscellaneous w riter. 
His 
principal works are : " M adame Prudence,” 
“ \V a\fe Sum m ers,” 
“ Strange W o rk ,” 
“ A Fool’s Paradise,” “ The Pauper, the 
Thief, and the C onvict,” a book on crim e 
and p o v e rty ; 
“ The Terrible Sights of 
London,” 
“ The Frogs’ 
Parish C lerk,” 
“ The Bovs’ Book of T rades,” “ The H is­ 
tory of F rance,” from the accession of 
Louis Pnilippe to the close of the Germ an 
occupation ; and he has edited a family 
edition of R 'chsrdson’s “ Pam ela.” 
One 
critic says : “ Mr. A rcher’s style is easy 
and nnaff- cted, placing before the reader 
pictures of the vice and m isery th a t su r­ 
round us, often w ith a striking minuteness 
of detail, but never w ith anything ap­ 
proaching to coarseness.” 
Lope 
Felix de Vega Carpió, who has 
been called the Prodigy of N ature, the 
Phoonix 
of 
Spain, 
aud tho Potnsi of 
Rhymes, was born November 25, 1562, at 
M adrid. 
He inherited from his father, 
Felix de Vega, an inclination for poetry. 
H is biographers assert that, at tw o years, 
old, his genius was shown by tho vivacity 
of his eyes ; th at he k D e w his letters be 
fore he could speak, and repeated his les­ 
sons by signs. 
H e is said to have com­ 
posed verses when he was only five years 
old, and before be knew how to w rite ; aud 
before th e age of tw elve he had produced 
several theatrical pieces and had become a 
m aster o f ‘ gramm ar, rhetoric and Latin 
composition. 
Such are the marvels of his 
boyhood. 
He was early left an orphau. 
A t the age of fourteen he ran away from 
school w ith a friend, in order to see the 
world. 
A fter living a riotous life for 
many years he became a monk, and the 
most brilliant period of bis life began after 
he had become a Franciscan. 
Pope Urban 
V III. made him D „ctor o f Theology, and 
appointed 
him 
Fiscal o f the 
A pistol- 
ical Chamber. Lope having dictat* d to 
his 
Holiness 
th e 
tragedy of 
“ M ary 
S m art.” 
T he 
num ber 
of 
works 
he 
produced a t this tim e alm ost surpasses 
belief, and the popularity be acquired was 
unrivalled. 
H is health continued good 
until w ithin a short tim e o f his death, which 
took place A ugust 26, 1635. 
Lopo de 
Vega was, perhaps, the m ost prolific au ­ 
thor who ever lived. 
H e poured oat, w ith 


inexhaustible profusion, w orks in every de­ 
partm ent of poetical composition, and hiB 
influence over th e literary taste of bis 
countrym en was unbounded. 
H is name 
became a proverbial expression for w hat 
ever was m ost excellent. 
A brilliant dia­ 
mond was called a Lope diamond ; a fine 
day, a Lope day ; a beautiful woman, a 
Lope woman ; and when he died, his splen 
did obsequies were attended by the princi 
pal grandees and nobles of the Spanish 
court, the windows and balconies on the 
streets through which the procession paseed 
were densely thronged w ith spectators, 
and a woman in the crowd was heard to 
exclaim, “ This is a Lope funeral,” not 
knowing th a t it was the funeral of the 
great poet himself. 
The beet life of Lope 
de Vega is th a t by Lord H ollaud, entitled 
“ Some A ccount of the L fe aud W ritings 
of Lope Felix de Vega C«rpio and Guillen 
de C astro.” 
(London, 1S17, 2 vols.) 
His 
miscellaneous w orks were collected, and 
published w ith the title, “ C lección de las 
Obras Sueltas de D. 
Frey 
L ipe Felix 
de C arpió.” 
M adrid, 1776 7‘J 
21 vols., 
Svo.) 
Bssides these, his diam atic works, 
printed at M adrid, accordm p to N. A nto­ 
nio, who gives a list of them , tilied tw enty- 
five volumes and am ounte i t > three hun­ 
dred. 
These, however, are 1 ut a small 
p art of w hat he actually pv tuced ; for 
when he died he had w ritten ti ih tteu hun­ 
dred dram as and four hundred autos. 
As 
a proof of his extraordinary facility in com­ 
position, it is said th at more th an one hun­ 
dred of these were each w ritten iu a ringle 
day. 
Iu one of his poems, w ritten in 1G09, 
he says th a t he has already w n tten four 
hundred aud eighty-three, 
“ An ! all, save six, against the rales '4 wit; ” 
Aud in one of his eclogues he declares, 
“ The printed part, thouvh far too I - rc’ , is less 
Th .a that which yet uapriated waits the press." 
I t is difficult to find a complete set of the 
tw enty-five volumes of plays. 
Lord H ol­ 
land gives a ha: of “ plays still e x ta n t,” 
am ounting to lour hundred aad ninety- 
seven. 
W illiam H azlitt, born a t M aidstone, 10th 
April, 1778; died lS .h Septem ber, 1S30 
The son of a U nitarian m inister, it was at 
first intended to educate him for his father s 
profession. 
H e, however, 
preferred art, 
and spent several years in the study of 
painting. 
H e achieved some success as 
a portrait painter, but, dissatisfied w ith 
the results of his labor, he laid down the 
brush iu 1S03 and took up the pen. 
As a 
critic of a rt and literature his beat talents 
were displayed, and he earned an enduring 
reputation. 
In 1813 he delivered a course 
of lectures a t the ilusse 1 Institution, Lon­ 
don, on th e “ H istory of E .glish Pililos- 
ophy;” and at the Surrey Institution, in 
1820, another course oa “ The L iterature 
of the A ceof E iztbeth, chiefly D ram atic.” 
Of hia other works the principal are “ Ta­ 
ble-Talk,” “ The Piain Speaker,” “ C har­ 
acters of Shakespeare’s P lays,” “ The E n­ 
glish P oets,” and “ The English Comic 
W riters.” 
He was a constant contributor 
to the periodicals of his time. 
H enry H aliam , L L D , born 1778; died 
21st January, 
1859. 
Educated a t Eton 
and Oxford. 
One of th e greatest histo­ 
rians of our century. 
“ View of the S 'ate 
of Europe during the M iddle Ages,” from 
which the following is taken : 
“ The Con­ 
stitutional H istory of E ngland,” from the 
Accession of H enry V II. to th e D eath of 
George II., aad the “ Introduction of the 
Literature of Europe iu the Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth and Seventeenth C enturies,” are 
his principal works. 
He was a cordial co­ 
operator w ith W ilberforce for the suppres­ 
sion of the slave-trade ; aud in 1S30 re­ 
ceived one of the tw o fifty-guinea gold 
medals ayvarded by George IV . for emi­ 
nence in historical composition ; tbe other 
medal was given to W ashington irving. 
“ In extent and variety of learning, and a 
deep acquaintance w ith antiquarian lore, 
the historian of the m iddle ages may de 
servedly take a place w ith tbe moat em i­ 
nent w riters in th a t style th a t Europe has 
produced.”—[Sir A. Alison. 
Edw ard A. Frcemau, author of various 
historical works, was born iu llarborne, 
Staffordshire, in 1823, was elected a scholar 
of T rinity College, Oxford, in 1862, filled 
the office of exam iner in law and m odem 
history in 1S57 64 ; and was created hon- 
erary D. C. L. in 1841. 
H e began his ca­ 
reer as a w riter on architecture, having 
published in 1S46 a volnme on “ Church 
R estoration,” ami in 1849 a “ H istory of 
A rchitecture.” 
This was followed by th e 
“ A rchitectural A ntiquities of G ow er,” in 
1S50, which reached a eecond edition in 
1851, as did also the “ W indow Tracery of 
England,” which had also been published 
in the previous year. 
The “ A rchitecture 
of Landaff C athedral ” followed, and then 
the “ H istorv and Conquest of the Sara­ 
cen»,” in 1S56. 
The “ H istory of th e Fed­ 
eral Govi r m ent ” appeared in 1S63. 
The 
first volume of “ The N orm an Conquest cf 
England ”—which was merely introductory 
—appeared in 1857, and the second in 1S68, 
both reaching a second edition in 1870, 
while th e third volume was published in 
1869, the fourth in 1872, and the fifth in 
1876. The “ Popular Old English H istory ” 
was published ia 1871, as well as “ H istor­ 
ical E ssays,” collected from various re­ 
view?. 
Mr. Frei m an's “ H istory of the 
N orm an Conquest ” may be ranked among 
the great w orks of th e present century. 
Rudolph Erich Raspe, born in G erm any 
about 
1736 ; died at Macros», Ireland, 
1 <94. 
Tne real authorship of th e am uring 
burlesque of the “ Travels of B iron M un­ 
chausen ” has been only recently dieoov- 
ered. 
Baron Fiiedcrich von M unchausen, 
of Bodenweder, Hanover, wa3 the original 
of the character. 
H e had seen some ser­ 
vice, and on his retirem ent was addicted to 
the chase, good cheer, and story-telling of 
the m ost extravagant sort. 
Raspe, gifted 
w ith mnch taleut, a mpmbcr of various 
learned societies, and sometime a professor 
in Cassel, but am an of lax principles,wrote 
out his friend's stories, exaggerating them 
and adding to them , as his fancy inspired 
him, and published them first in E igland. 
M unchausen’s travels became popular, ami 
their authorship was attrib u ted to various 
well known w riters. 
R ispe died in a state 
of destitution.

\ \ hile her country sister is only 
beginning to hoe new potatoes, and to 
hopefully inquire the price of the few 
w ithered cucum bers th a t are expo-ed for 
sale a t th e grocery, she and her family are 
tired of sliced cucum bers, and can now 
make new pickles by cutting the large, 
fresh cucum ber in four or five pieces, 
lengthw ise; snd pouring heated vinegar 
over them . 
In th is vinegar may be p ut a 
little light-brow n sugar—dissolve it first 
in a little cold vinegar—and such spices as 
are liked ; and to give a particularly good 
relish and flavor, add some new onion 
stalks ; cu t them in pieces three or four 
inches long ; a little cek-ry-seed can also be 
added. 
Save the stalks of th e onions for 
use for dinner ; keep them in cold w ater, 
and they will be ensp and ju st right to go 
in th e pickle-jir.

Now, to understand the solemnity of 
this story you must believe that Hopkins 
was a man entirely without imagination— 
Frank Blair and I decided that when we 
lirst made hi3 acquaintance years ago, and 
have never caanged our opinion. 
We were 
then two young geniuses who hoped to soar 
to fame on the wings of art, the most im­ 
aginative art of all, ligure painting, and we 
knew we were glad to hail imagination 
wherever we saw it. 
Besides, as Blair 
truly remarked, Hopkins was a man whose 
vocation it was to make money, Bomehow, 
on the Stock Exchange ; so one might as 
well look fur imagination in a model en­ 
gaged at a shilling an hour. 
Then, again, 
the man e face was sufficient to assure yon 
that he was not blessed with any such 
quality. 
It is a large face, rather flabby, 
and sprinkled with freckles ; the nose is 
short and thick, and lip, chin and cheeks 
quite destitute of hair. 
Hopkins’ body, 
too, is almost inclined to corpulence ; he 
dresses in a commonplace manner, his 
fingers are short and thick ; so I think we 
may safely settle, to start with, that Hap 
kins is a very ordinary man, and has no 
imagination. 
I scarcely renum ber how we first fore­ 
gathered with Ilopkins. 
He was hardly 
the man we should have chosen for an inti­ 
mate friend; yet, at one time, we saw a 
good deal of him. 
In those jolly old days 
Fran a and I lodged in modest rooms to­ 
gether aud shared a studio. 
I think Mr. 
Levi Solomon, the picture dealer, to whom 
when nardly prcseed we would sell a pict­ 
ure or two, brought him to us as a gentle­ 
man who desired a personal interview. 
It 
was, of courso, against Solomon's secret 
wishes that the introduction took place, as 
the worthy Israelite did not approve of di­ 
rect transactions between artist and col­ 
lector, but Hopkins was donbtless a good 
customer and stood firm, so one day Solo­ 
mon candnoted him to our studio. 
W e 
must have been in funds at that moment, 
for I remember we treated poor Solomon 
rather cavalierly, and as for Hopkins, we 
looked upon him as a being from a lower 
sphere —a Philistine; a creature whose 
presence in tha world conld only be toler­ 
ated from the stern necessity that an artist 
muBt sell his pictures to some one in order 
to live. 
Our ideas of the grandeur and im­ 
portance of the true mission of art were 
very lofty in those days, especially if we 
happened to have a few pounds in our 
pockets. Hopkins, to ns,was one of a class 
of men who buy young artists’ pictures, 
solely with the vnw of realizing hundreds 
per cent, on the investments when fame 
comes to the paiDter. 
However, whether from mercenary in­ 
clinations or for the many good qnalities 
that adorned us, Hopkins took a great 
fancy to as, and sought our society from 
that day. 
Of course he had the usual 
commercial faults, and not a few defects 
of education ; but he had a great and 
proper reverence for genius, and delighted 
to do it homage—at least we so understood 
the meaning of those little dinners he gave 
us at his own chambers and various other 
places. 
As artists, after all, are but mor­ 
tal, and, when young and struggling, not 
too highly fed, we accepted Hopkins’ at­ 
tentions in the spirit we fancied they 
were meant, and, after a bit, tolerated 
him ; indeed, even begin to think he was a 
desirable acquaintance—so moved by a 
feeling of gratitude for his civilities, only 
doubled the market price of the pictures 
we could at times induce him to buy. 
We enjoyed the dinners he gave us very 
much, but I am sure Hopkins enjoyed 
himself more when we were kind enough 
to condescend to invite him to spend an 
evening at our lodgings. 
He gave ns 
Lafitte and choice cigars ; we only placed 
pipes and whisky upon the table ;|but then, 
as be said, our rooms, if humble, were the 
abode of art, which he honored. 
Alto­ 
gether, HopkinB was not a bad sort, and 
those were merry old times. 
If Hopkins did not himself take a lead, 
ing part in the conversation daring these 
evening entertainments, he was at least a 
capital listener; 
and, somehow, when 
Frank Blair and I, as was onr wont, got 
into lively discussions on things in general 
and art m particular, we had contracted 
the habit of addressing our remarks to our 
guest, much in the same way that honora­ 
ble members address their words to the 
Speaker. 
Hopkins would sit in the crazy 
arm chair and listen with a sort of stolid 
impartiality, but rarely ventured to make a 
remark on his own acconnt. 
Occasionally 
I fancied his face daring our talk would 
wear an expression of content, but should 
not like to he rash enough to asBert even 
that much. 
He would sit smoking his pipe 
or cigar, but the nearest approach he made 
to entering into the discussion was giving 
an occasional grunt, which might be either 
of approbation or condemnation, as those 
who heard chose to construe it. 
Some­ 
times, for want of better amusement, 
Frank and 1 would join our forces together 
and chsff onr friend unmercifully. He bore 
our sallies of wit very well, and seemed to 
like us none the worse that we made fun at 
his expense. 
Yet there was little fnn in it 
after all, and we decided that, except to 
keep our hands in, it was scarcely worth 
while to waste our fine passes on a man who 
was so unresisting and knew so little of 
fence. But one unlucky evening he brought 
upon himself a regular onslaught. 
We had been dilating upon the charms of 
an artist’s life, and asserting its moral su­ 
periority to tnat of any trade, when our 
friend sighed deeply and said : 
“ Sometimes, do you know, I think had 
I learned to draw when a boy, I might 
have done something in your line. But now 
I am afraid it is too late.” 
This idea was so presnmptnons that we 
felt it demanded instant and Bevere pun­ 
ishment, so Frank said gently : 
“ My dear fellow, you draw some things 
very nicely now, even without an artist’s 
education—checks, for instance.” 
I followed more severely : 
"M r. Hopkins, allow me to warn you 
against falling into the error of that gen­ 
eral public which you so well represent, in 
thinking that the execution alone makes 
the artist. 
An artist, as I understand the 
word, must have many qnalities besides 
manual dexterity. 
He mast have, in addi­ 
tion, many of the gifts of the poet, and 
among them that greatest gift of all—im­ 
agination. 
Now you, my dear sir, I am 
atraid, are not very great at that.” 
Poor Hopkins said nothing, evidently 
convinced by Frank’s sarcasm and my pon­ 
derous arguments that his case was a hope­ 
less one. 
“ Do yon ever dream ?” asked Frank. 
“ Not very often,” replied Hopkins, 
“ only after cnrritd lobster or crab, or 
something of that sort. 
I am a very sound 
sleeper.” 


“ Then, you see, if you can’t dream 
w ithont the assistance of indigestible food, 
yon can’t imagine, and I, with every wish 
to enconrage incipient talent, shonld ad­ 
vise yon not to adopt the profession of an 
artist." 
“ Well, well,” said Hopkins, “ let us 
ssy no more about it,” and he sighed 
again. 
_ 
_ 
B at we were not inclined to let him off 
so easily, and went on in the same vein till 
we were weary, and tossed him and his 
aspirations about between us like a ball. 
We treated him very badly, and he must 
have 
been 
the best-tempered or the 
thickest-skinned of men to have stood it 
without showing anger. 
Tired at last of baiting onr imperturb­ 
able friend, we turned to other topics. 
“ Seen Jones’ 
new 
picture?” asked 
Frank. 
“ Yes. 
Don’t care much for it,” I re­ 
plied ; “ men shouldn't try to paint old 
subjects unless they can treat them in a 
new manner.” 
“ Well, it most be hard to strike oat a 
new line with Hamlet and the ghost. 
I 
never tried to paint a ghost, so I don’t 
know what I shonld make of it.” 
“ I shall wait till I see one, and then 
offer it handsome termB for a few sittings. 
I think there is something to be done with 
ghoBts, but they must lie of an original 
kind, not conventional, like Jones'.” 
“ Hang it, no. 
They are always the 
same ; 
thinly painted, with something 
placed conveniently behind them to show 
their transparency. 1 wouldn’t care to paint 
a ghost of that eort, people only langh at 
them ; but 1 should like to put that 
creepy Bensation on canvas—that feeling 
that something uncanny is abont.” 
“ Well, when some one does see a ghost 
we may get the correct thing ; 
not till 
then.” 
“ Ghosts ain’t visible,” said Hopkins, 
solemnly, “ but for all that there are 
ghosts.” 
A remark like this from Hopkins was 
an event not lightly to be passed by, so 
we cried in a breath : 
“ W hat do you kDow about ghosts ? 
Ever troubled with them ?” 
He took his pipe from his lips and said 
quietly : 
“ If you young fellows won’t laogh too 
much I don’t mind telling you.” 
We promised the gravity of Solon, and 
Frank winked at me in so barefaced a 
manner that anybody but our unobservant 
friend woald have seen it and at once de­ 
clined speaking. 
However, no mischief

I tell you, I used to get 
very frightened at first, especially when 
we did make losses ; but at each year's 
end I found the balance on the right side, 
so at last I came to trnst Bobbett impli­ 
citly 
let him do just as he liked ; and if 
he had told me consols were going to drop 
to 80, I think I should have believed him. 
Poor old B obbett!” 
Uopk'ns paused here ; it might have 
been from the emotion caused by the rec­ 
ollection of tender commercial passages 
between himself and the lamented Bobbett; 
but if eo his face said nothing. 
Frank drew the back of his nand across 
his eyes and murmured : 
“ This is all very interesting, very pa­ 
thetic, bat where is the promised ghost ?” 
Oar stolid friend took no notice, but 
went on like one commencing a fresh chap­ 
ter of a novel. 
“ One day my partner told me he was 
going to the North of England on some 
private business. 
Toere was very little 
doing on the Exchange at that time, or I 
am sure no private business would have 
called him awa_y. ‘ Better not operate until 
my return,’ he Baid, ‘ unless you hear from 
me. 
If I think anything worth doing, or 
pick up any news, 1 will wire.’ ‘All right,’ 
I said, ‘ pleasant journey to you.’ 
And so 
he went out of the office, never to return. 
Poor old Bobbett !” 
Hopkins seemed almost in tears, and 
we, wbo had never given him credit for 
such tender feelings, tempered our surprise 
with sympathy. 
“ Tne next day but one came a telegram 
—from John Bobbett, Crossleigh Road Sta­ 
tion. 
It contained tnese simple w ords: 
‘ Sail 30,000 Marthas. ’ I was thunderstruck 
as I read it.” 
" W ait a minute," said Blair, “ you ara 
going beyond ns again. 
W hat did be 
mean? W ere you slave jobbers as well as 
stock jobbers?” 
“ We call stock by nicknames. 
Cale­ 
donian deferred are ‘Claras,’ Brighton de­ 
ferred are ‘ Berthas,’ Northern As ‘Noras,’ 
so that Manchester and Dnndees are ' M ar­ 
thas.” ' 
“ I see,” said Blair ; “ W hat ingenuity.” 
“ I was thunderstruck, I say ; and as I 
read the telegram my first thought was, it 
m ast be a forgery; but a secret word, 
known to us alone, put its authenticity be­ 
yond a dcubt.

CALIFORNIA 
WATERING 
PLACES. 


Nature has supplied the coast of Cali­ 
fornia quite bountifully with convenient 
and agreeable watering places, bnt with 
one or two exceptions Man has done very 
little to make these gifts more available. 
The one principal exception which will 
occnr to every one is the venerable old 
town of Monterey, which must always be 
a favorite with Californians, both because 
of its historical associations and its agree­ 
able situation. At this place the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company have expended 
a very large amount of money. They have 
made a most beautiful and attractive spot 
at Del Monte. 
The hotel there is in all 
respects the meet complete and well-kept 
on the coast. 
No expense has been spared 
to make the grounds pleasant and beauti­ 
ful. 
A few weeks ago Mr. Huntington 
bought two farms for over §100,000, in 
order to eecure the water rights of the 
Carmel river, th at he might carry that 
stream to Del Monte, there to employ it 
for irrigating and supplying fountains in 
the hotel grounds. 
A road eighteen miles 
in length, and almost as smooth as a 
billiard table, has been constructed out 
by Point Cypress and other sights of the 
neighborhood. 
Improvements of one kind 
and another are constantly proceeding. The 
water of.,the ocean being cold, a fine cov­ 
ered Bathing House has been built, where­ 
in thejinvalid or delicate person can make 
choice between four different temperatures 
of heated salt water, and where, in the 
spacious tankB, the youth of both sexeB 
can disport to their hearts' desire. 
In 
short nothing that enterprise can suggest 
or unlimited means supply has been omit­ 
ted to make of Monterey the chitf and fa­ 
vorite watering place of the State. 
All its 
good points have been drawn out and made 
the most of. 
Real wonders have been 
achieved by the unlimited employment of 
capital. 
And as a result a place has been 
literally created which does unquestion­ 
ably supply all the elements of comfort and 
satisfaction that a watering place can af­ 
ford, for a limited time. 
As a resort for 
those who seek repose and quiet, indeed, 
Del Monte is unrivalled, and it must al­ 
ways be the one great “ show place ” of 
the coast. 
But when everything is said 
which can be said for Monterey, it has to 
be admitted th at its attractions are limited, 
and that as regards natural advantages it 
stands no uomparrison with its near neigh­ 
bor, Santa Cruz. 
The latter indeed ha9 been moat lavishly 
endowed by Nature. 
It is not an exagger­ 
ation that there are few lovelier places in 
the world than Santa Cruz, and but few 
which combine the most striking and dis­ 
tinctive charms and scenic beauties of sea 
shore and mountain, broken rolling coun­ 
try and primeval forest. 
In fact Santa 
Cruz is quite an ideal watering place. 
It 
combines the moBt different advantages. 
One has the opportunity of bathing í b sea 
or river, of fishing in sea or river, of hunt­ 
ing and fishing in the mountains, and in 
every direction are situated 
the most 
charming scenes, all within easy reach of 
the towD, and all accessible by roads which 
if they were well kept would be themselves 
part of the pleasure of the drives. 
We 
know of no place which has around it so 
many really beautiful drives. 
On the one 
hand there are a dczen Beaches, each with 
some special attraction. 
On the other 
hand are many inland points, all affording 
some novel and lovely point of view. 
And 
the scenery is of a kind so varied as to suit 
the most diverse tastes. 
There is grandeur 
sufficient for the moat exacting in Powder 
Mill Canyon and its neighborhood. 
A 
little further off a soft rolling country 
varies the landscape. Deep, rugged gorges, 
shaded by towering timber, and made 
pleasant by bright streams ; magnificent 
redwoods, giants of the forest; orchard 
and pasture, corn land and wheat, succeed­ 
ing one another ; splendid dairy farms on 
one hand, and inaccessible monntain can­ 
yons on the other. 
Surely there can no­ 
where be found a more delightful combina­ 
tion of scenery. 


But if Nature has done much for Santa 
Cruz, Man has done little. 
As a w ater­ 
ing place, its chief attraction must always 
be the bathing, aud the accommodations 
for the bathers are at present very far from 
w hat they should be. 
The dressing-rooms 
are primitive, shabby, and mean-looking. 
The bathers are compelled to walk about a 
hundred yards through the crowd on the 
beach, in entering aud leaving the water. 
This is really a very Berious drawback to 
the pleasure of the bath, and it is specially 
disagreeable to ladies, and in fact the ar­ 
rangement is very bad. 
It would cost bat 
a trifle to erect two covered ways, of can. 
vas and light framework, from the dress­ 
ing-rooms to the water, and then the 
bathers conld pass up and down witbont 
feeling that five hundred eyes were criti­ 
cising their every point, and that they 
were literally being placed on exhibition. 
But in truth scarcely anything has been 
done to make the bathing pleasant or con­ 
venient, and this is a reproach to the pub­ 
lic spirit of Santa Cruz. 
I t is also discred- 
itahle to the town that more care of the 
roads leading to various external pleasure 
resorts is not taken. 
Thus the road to the 
Big Trees has not been watered this year, 
and generally speaking is in a very disa­ 
greeable sti-te. 
The advantage of attend­ 
ing to these matters is so obvious that 
neglect appears almost a proof of com­ 
munity stupidity, in fact. 


There is no place in the State which will 
ao well and quiokly repay a judicious 
expenditure of capital as Santa Cruz, how­ 
ever. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad have 
taken up Monterey and spent three quarters 
of a million upon it. 
Half th at capital 
put upon Santa Cruz would have produced 
tenfold the returns by this time. 
And we 
believe th at the Southern Pacific will have 
to take np Santa Cruz after all. 
U it does 
not do this some other railroad company 
will undertake the work, and reap the 
profit. 
For it is in the nature of things 
that Santa Cruz, like Mouterey, must be 
built up by a railroad. 
No other capital 
can be got to go into such a business, and 
all watering-places nowadays are the feed­ 
ers of railroads. 
Sant» Cruz will, more­ 
over, always be the popular place of resort; 
the favorite place for large excursions. 
It 
must therefore be taken in hand by a rail­ 
road company, and as the Southern Pacific 
has already experimented in this line it 
will we think find it necessary to proceed 
further. 
Monterey can be made the fash­ 
ionable and aristocratic resort, and pay 
well in that capacity. 
Santa Cruz, how­ 
ever, is naturally the people’s watering- 
place, and it is so favored by nature that 
it must be impossible to set up any suc­ 


cessful competition with it. 
A t present, 
however, it stands in need of capital and 
enterprise, and those who come forward to 
supply these needs will be richly rewarded. 


FOREST 
CULTURE. 


A Congress of Forestry is now sitting in 
Montreal. 
The Bubject of forest culture 
is one of those very im portant ones to the 
due consideration of which public attention 
cannot be brought. 
There is no country 
in the world to day which is threatened 
with more serious consequences from the 
destruction of its forests than the United 
States. 
So rapidly and wastefully have 
they been consumed th at recent calcula­ 
tions give leBS than twenty years for the 
complete destruction of what remains of 
them, and then the progress of the nation 
must be seriously checked by the necessity 
of importing all the timber used. 
The 
effects of this destruction of the forests 
upon climatic conditions, agriculture, and 
even upon the habitability of large tracts, 
are so im portant that they must sooner or 
later command the attention at present 
refused to them. 
Europe has suffered 
what we a-e about to suffer in these re­ 
spects, and though we may shut our eyes 
to the consequences of our barbarous folly, 
we cannot escape them. 
I t seems, how­ 
ever, almost hopeless to agitate the subject. 
Congress some years ago created a Com­ 
missioner of Forestry, and he has issued 
several reporta filled with representations 
showing the urgent need of remedial action. 
But when attem pts have been made to 
preserve what remains of the public tim­ 
ber, the men who have grown rich by 
stealing it have organized powerful lobbies 
aud defeated legislation. 
Iu face it is 
scarcely doubtful that the Uoited States is 
powerless to protect its own forests. Some 
years ago it undertook to do this iu the 
case of the Florida live oak forests. 
They 
were to be left for the use of the uavy 
yards. 
The only result of the attempt, 
however, was that Congress actually paid 
several contractors very high prices tor 
timber which they had stolen from Gov­ 
ernment lands. 
The Florida forests dis­ 
appeared, and so will all the public forests, 
apparently. 
The general Government cannot protect 
its own property, in fact. 
W hether the 
State Governments could do so is is another 
question, which has yet to be tried, but 
we think it quite improbable. 
Neverthe­ 
less it as certain as anything can be, that 
unless the general Government does some­ 
thing to arrest the destruction of the 
forests, or to replace them, in less than a 
generation evils will be induced which 
must produce the most injurious conse­ 
quences. 
The recklessness, improvidence 
and greedy selfishness which are at the 
bottom of the wholesale and rapid de­ 
struction of timber do not speak well for 
the national tendencies, but it may be 
some comfort to reflect that no nation 
has yet manifested any more foresight and 
self-restraint. 
In California, however, we 
shall suffer among the earliest. 
Our forests 
are being destroyed with great rapidity, 
and this is a matter which concerns every 
farmer in the valleys quite as much as 
mining debris. 
Nothing can compensate 
for the denudation of the mountains. 
If 
that is once completed, it will be impossi­ 
ble to make new plantations, either, for in 
such a case the snows and rains will 
wash away the soil 
from the higher 
slopes, 
and 
create avalanches 
which 
will permit no young growth of tim ­ 
ber to establish itself. 
The denudation 
of the mountains, therefore, ought to be 
provided against by appropriate legisla­ 
tion, for it threatens irreparable injuries to 
the State. 
In the valleys forestry might 
well be cultivated. 
The Sacrameuto aud 
San Joaquin valleys are capable of being 
relieved from the at times disagreeable 
heats of midsummer by a proper planta­ 
tion of trees. 
If the farmers would under­ 
take this in a systematic way they would 
find their advantage in it after a few years, 
for regular and extensive plantations of 
trees would in time exert an influence upon 
the precipitatiou of moisture, and render 
the surrounding country less arid and more 
fertile. 
The west side of the San Joaquin 
can be reclaimed in this way alone, we 
believe, aud a very considerable increase of 
value could be given to scores of thousands 
of acres in the two great valleys, by a suf­ 
ficient and systematic planting of trees.

GRIEVANCE. 


Mr. Harrison, a member of a liquor- 
dealing firm in San Francisco, has hired a 
hall and made a speech against the railroad 
company. 
He announces his intention to 
start another aati-monopoly party. 
Prob­ 
ably he has been inspired by the example 
of the celebrated Mr. Thurber, of New 
York, who has found this kind of thing a 
capital advertising dodge, and who formed 
an anti-monopoly party out of his own 
employes. 
Mr. Harrison’s grievance, di­ 
vested of the Inrid rhetoric in which he 
enveloped it, is not complex. 
He was in­ 
vited to make a contract with the corpora­ 
tion, and he refused to do so, his ground 
of objection beiug that the corporation re­ 
quired from him snch undertakings as 
would have compelled him to keep the 
contract faithfully. 
His idea of a contract 
evidently is th at only the railroad should 
be bound to anything, aud that he should 
obtain special privileges and rates without 
any consideration. 
The railroad offered 
him special rates if he would give it all his 
freight. 
Ttiis is a kind of proposition 
which is made and accepted by business 
men every day and hour, and in every busi­ 
ness that can be named. We have no doubt 
whatever that the principle of it is habitu­ 
ally applied by Richards A Harrison in 
their business transactions. 
Mr. Harrison, 
however, thinks it a monstrous outrage 
that he should be required to make a con­ 
tract which he could not break at will, or 
which conferred advantages upon anybody 
but himself. 
The one consideration to the 
railroad under a contract is the obtain­ 
ing the whole of the merchant's bnsiness. 
If he should enter into an arrangement 
with some other merchant who shipped by 
the Horn, to divide with him, the effect 
would be to deprive the railroad company 
of that single advantage, and to give to 
those who offered nc consideration, the 
advantages enjoyed by those who con­ 
tracted for special rates. 
There must be 
some guarantee for the faithful perform­ 
ance of contracts, but it is these rational 
guarantees which Mr. Harrison objects to 
so fiercely. He says that because he would 
not sign a contract he has had to pay $50 
a carload more than those paid who had 
contracts. 
Under the circumstances one 
would think that hia practical course 
would have been to take advantage of the 


facilities offered him ; but it seems that 
his conscience would not permit him to en­ 
ter into any contract which he was not at 
liberty to violate whenever he felt like do­ 
ing so. 
On the whole it does not appear 
that Mr. Harrison’s grievance is a large­ 
sized one, bnt if he is in earnest he may 
perhaps do as well as Thurber in the anti­ 
monopoly role. 


THE 
SITUATION 
IN 
EGYPT. 


The English preparations in Egypt are 
proceeding very deliberately, and while it 
must be presumed that General Wolseley 
fully understands the situation, it is diffi­ 
cult to escape doubts as to the outcome of 
this exceedingly cautious campaign. 
If, as 
reported, the Egyptian forces obtain con­ 
stant information of every British move­ 
ment, while the British have no means of 
ascertaining what Arabi is doing, it must 
be possible for Sir Garnet to be taken una­ 
wares. 
The delay, at all events, is being 
taken full advantage cf by Arabi, who ap­ 
pears to have determined not to give bat­ 
tle until he is so far from the canal that his 
opponents cannot receive the support of the 
ironclads. 
He is said also to rely consid­ 
erably upon a large force of Bedouins and 
irregular cavalry, but these kind of troops 
are of very little account in modern war­ 
fare, and indeed have never been able to 
make any impression upon European in­ 
fantry. 
The Mamelukes who were over­ 
thrown so signally by Napoleon were far 
better troops than Egypt has ever £ad 
since, and they could do nothing against 
the French squares. 
Arabi will no doubt 
have to depend almost entirely upon his in- 
trenchments and redoubts, and it is quite 
possible that his men may hold those works 
with great tenacity. 
Many troops which 
cannot stand a battle in the open field will 
fight behind intrenchments with desperate 
courage and stubbornness. General Wolse­ 
ley, however, may have in view a blockade 
rather than a battle, though it is question­ 
able whether he has troops euough to make 
such a movement effective. 
If he allows 
Arabi to retire upon Cairo or its vicinity 
of course any such plan as this will be 
impracticable, and it seems still more dan­ 
gerous to delay action until Arabi baa time 
to effect a junction with El Mehdi, the 
new false prophet, who is understood to be 
descending the Nile valley for that pur­ 
pose. 
Such a junction would inevitably 
add fuel to the fire of fanaticism, and in­ 
crease the difficulties of the situation very 
greatly. 
The plan of the British com­ 
mander, however, has thus far been con­ 
cealed with remarkable success, and it is 
possible th at when it is disclosed the pres­ 
ent apparent uncertainty will be setn to 
have been unavoidable. 
No doubt General 
Wolseley is anxious to avoid aDy such pre­ 
mature action as might involve even a 
check to the troops under bis command, 
for it is as necessary to maintain the pres­ 
tige of the English forces as to ei u ah the 
Egyptian rebel chief. 


THE 
CHINESE 
WAITER 
CaSE. 


Judge Field and Judge Sawyer have de­ 
cided th at Ah Sine, the Chinese steward 
or waiter who was refused permission to 
land in San Francisco by the Collector of 
the Fort, cannot be deprived of tbat priv­ 
ilege, he not beiug within the catagory of 
Chinese excluded by the restriction Act. 
The reasoning of the Court is perfectly 
clear on this point. 
Ah Sing does not 
come from a foreign port, within the mean­ 
ing of the law. 
He was shipped in San 
Francisco for a round voyage to Australia 
and back. 
Tbe Captain was under bonds 
to return him to Sau Francisco. 
He can­ 
not be classified as coming from a foreign 
port, since he has been all the time on 
board an American ship, and consequently 
within the jurisdiction of 
the United 
States. 
The man does not come within 
the scope of the Act at all, m fact, and 
what is more it does not need a legal edu­ 
cation to perceive this. 
Yet though the 
case is so plain that no Court could possi­ 
bly have rendered any other decision thaD 
that rendered by Judge Field, we observe 
th st some of the San Francisco papers 
utilize the occasion to abuse the Court 
again, thus emphasizing the pusillanimous 
dishonesty which has characterized their 
treatm ent of all questions of this kind for 
a long time past. 
Of course such unreas­ 
onable criticism is as silly and futile as it 
is dishonorable, for it does not deceive 
anyone, and it only justifies the impression 
that the papers referred to are deficient 
both in wit and integrity. 
These exhibi­ 
tions are among the most discreditable 
illustrations of craven pandering to blind 
prejudice which have been afforded.

STRANGE 
CRIMINAL 
EPIDEMIC. 


It is reported that at a place in Hungary 
with a cacophonic name no less than one 
hundred women have been arrested for 
poisoning their husbands, and that thirty- 
five of them have been convicted. 
No 
doubt there is an interesting history a t­ 
tached to this affair. 
It may be that some 
former emigrant to Boston had returned to 
her native Hungarian village, bringing with 
her a receipt for the deadly American 
compound kuowD as mince-pie, and that 
having imparted this receipt to her friends, 
they began experiments upon it and their 
spouses, with the lamentable results re­ 
lated. 
Tbe Hungarian authorities, natu­ 
rally ignorant of the character of the bane­ 
ful compound aforesaid, and fiuding traces 
of it in the viscera of the deceased, would 
almost be sure to jum pat the conclusion that 
a deep and widespread feminine conspiracy 
against the lives of the heads of the house­ 
holds had been the precursor of the sudden 
fatality. 
It is difficult to believe that tbe 
Hungarian ladies deliberately did to death 
so many husbands with lethal 
drags. 
Tbe proportion of men to women in Hun­ 
gary is not such as to warrant any conclu­ 
sion of this kind. 
It is far more probable 
that tbe catastrophe was the result of ac­ 
cident, and th at it followed upon a too con­ 
fiding attem pt to acclimatize the inexorable 
and death-dealing American pie. 


THE 
WOMB* 
ON 
THE 
WARPATH. 


A warning note c o m ía from Washington, 
which the Stalwarts may perhaps find it 
necessary to heed. 
Recently a movement 
has been set on foot which appears to be 
designed to oust all the women from pub­ 
lic offices in the departments, in order to 
make room for men. 
The latter of course 
are “ workers,” and can be useful to their 
Congressional patrons in many ways be­ 
yond the reach of the women. 
Among the 
last batch of appointments there haye been 
no women, and it has been whispered 
around that this is only the beginning of 
the end. 
But the women are not disposed 
to give up the ship. 
They think they have 


means of influencing the politicians, and a 
dispatch yesterday may be regarded as in­ 
dicating their intended line of action. 
It 
was as follows: 
“ The ladies who are 
“ prominent in the latest movement to get 
“ their fellow-women in the departments 
“ intend to supplement their protest by 
“ systematic and secret work. 
A secret 
“ society has been formed, with all the 
“ enstom iry paraphernalia, the object of 
“ which is purely the collection of informa- 
“ tion concerning those politicians who 
" use 
their 
influence 
to get improper 
“ persona 
in 
the 
departments. 
The 
“ women 
in 
this society 
say 
that 
“ they 
intend 
to 
publish 
those 
poli- 
“ ticians to the world.” 
This seems to 
be an efficient kind of machinery for the 
promotion of scandal, but we are afraid 
that it is not exactly calculated to achieve 
the desired end. 
It may make certain 
Congressmen malodorous for a time, but 
they will be able to say they were attacked 
because they would not put inefficient per­ 
sons in the departments. 
Of course the 
whole affair serves to show to what lengths 
of indecency the spoils system is apt to be 
carried. 
This is a natural outcome of the 
general defiance of civil service reform 
principles. 
It may, however, have a good 
effect, in calling public attention more 
strongly to the abuses which flourish under 
the present system, and in emphasizing 
the illegitimacy of the methods certain to 
bo employed when once the natural tests 
of capacity and fitness have been ignored. 
Decidedly the spoils system is going down 
hill with the brakes off, and it is only a 
question of a short time for it to encounter 
a fatal accident. 


IRISH 
EMIGRATION. 


Mr. J. H. T rke has a very interesting 
account, in the Nineteenth Centura, of the 
condition of the Connemara peasantry and 
the measures taken to relieve them by emi­ 
gration. 
He says that there are probably 
half a million of peasants who ought to 
emigrate, because their holdings are ao 
poor th at even if they occupied them rent 
free they could not make a living from 
them. 
The poverty of the west coast of 
Ireland indeed is almost beyond belief, and 
the statistics given by Mr. Tuke are tetri- 
ble. 
Thus he tells us that “ in 
five 
“ counties ia the west of Ireland, contain- 
“ ing a population of 1,030,000 persons, 
“ living on 158,400 holdings, 77,200 hold- 
“ lugs are at and under £4 (§20) valuation, 
“ with rents varying from ten to twenty 
“ shillings, and £’2 to £3, and up to £5 or 
“ £G. 
The total acreage under tillage be- 
“ ing 584,700 acres, of which 255,100 is in 
“ oats and 212,700 under potatoes, 116,- 
“ 500 other crops, 
g i v i D g an average for 
“ each holding, lartje and email, of about 
“ three acres under crop in the five coun- 
“ ties.” 
And there areniSDy much smaller 
averages than this, as iu Clifden Union, 
where it is less than two acres, while in 
one large district the average ia only half 
an acre. 
The Duke of 
Bedford gave 
§50,000 toward au emigration society, and 
other wealthy men joining it, it was made 
possible to send some 5,000 persons to the 
United States. 
The account of the cheer­ 
fulness with which they left their native 
country is very significant. 
It shows that 
even they, so habituated to privation, had at 
last despaired, ami realized that the only 
thing left for them was to abandon the 
place. 
Mr. Tuke says that he believes the 
Government will have to advance §2,500,000 
for emigration purposes in the next five 
years, and that it is tbe only thing to do, 
since the people who are to be aided can 
never acquire independence, or even get 
out of debt, where they are.

Chief of Police Lappens, of Portland,Or., 
arrived in this city Tnursday, and emphat­ 
ically denies the charges of Carrie Bradley, 
the murderess, to the effect th at Bhe had 
bribed him with §500 to connive at her es­ 
cape. 
No credence Í9 givtn to her story, 
the Chief says, by the respectable element 
of his district. 
The trouble between Samuel Sachs and 
wife, the daughter of ex Collector of the 
Port T. B. Shannon, has been adjusted. 
Tbe lady will get a divorce and §130 a 
month alimony and one child. 
The hus­ 
band will get the other child. 
He will 
not be prosecuted for shooting. Mrs. Sachs

The last-named is the 
St. -S.ephen, which is one of the most 
popular wooden ships in port. 
The other 
two were the Hecla and W. H. Connor. A 
year ago tbe St. Stephen was loaded at 
San Diego, and received 70s for tbe same 
service, sailing about July 1st. 
Last year 
the W. H. Connor was loaded at Wilming­ 
ton, sailing August 29ch for Dublin under 
a charter at 70s. 
There is quite a contrast 
in the rates paid for wheat vessels now and 
a year ago.

W heat is coming into Albany, Or., at 
the rate of 5,000 bushels daily. 
The price 
offered is 86 cents. 
The total assessment of the property of 
Spokane county, W ashington Territory, is 
§2,0S3,24S, of which §452,706 is railroad 
property. 
Carefnlly prepared statistics show that 
Scott’s valley, Siskiyou county, has pro­ 
duced this year about 100,000 bushels of 
wheat, 85,000 of oats, and about 15,000 of 
barley.

Joseph W hite, of Bake-Oven, Wasco 
county, Oregon, began as a sheep-herder in 
that region without funds five years ago. 
He recently sold out his band of sheep for 
§6,300. 
From his this year’s shearing he 
sold from 678 ewes §1,158 worth of wool 
and raised 478 lambs.

They were the small pieces twisted to ­ 
gether and clipped off on thrashing, and 
rolled together had worked themselves 
through the mucous membrane of the 
stomach in several places, of course caus­ 
ing death. 
Boise Statesman : About two weeks ago 
W . P. Hall, foreman for M Kyan, arrived 
at the Snake river bridge at Blackfoot, 
Idaho, with 1,800 head of cattle. 
The 
herd was very wild, as it had been made 
up of four different bands. 
An nusnccess- 
ful attem pt was made to get the cattle 
across the bridge. 
Some of them had en­ 
tered the river, and it was decided to swim 
the whole herd. 
Hall rode hia horse out 
into the deep water above the bridge, but 
got into an eddy. 
He then called to J. C. 
Van Deventer to throw him a rope. 
Van 
Deventer responded, but the rope caught 
in his spur and he was pulled from his 
horse, aud with the animal floundered 
about in fifteen feet of water. He managed 
to remount the horse, which struck out im­ 
mediately for the cattle in tbe middle of 
the nver. 
After a hard struggle and sev­ 
eral narrow escapes similar to the one de­ 
scribed, he reached the shore a mile below 
the bridge. 
Some of the cattle were car­ 
ried two miles down the stream, but only 
eleven head of worn-out and lame animals 
were lost. 
Van Deventer could not swim, 
and his escape from drowning seems won­ 
derful. 
I t is said 'to be the first time a 
mounted horse ever stvam Snake river. 
The Rosehurg lnihpeitdenl says : “ On 
last Saturday, as the Overland stage left 
Roseburg, the Silver Cornet Band gave it 
a serenade. 
On the 14 th day of August, 
1850, 
the 
Overland 
Stage 
Company’s 
coaches first arrived at what, at that time, 
was the very small viilsge of Roseburg. 
The arrival of these coaches was the open­ 
ing of a new era in the history of the 
southern portion of the State. 
Before that 
time the only means of locomotion was on 
horse or mule, or with ox-teams or pack- 
trains for freight. 
Now, after twenty- 
three years, we bid farewell to a good and 
faithful servant, who has been superseded 
by the railroad. 
While we hail the change 
that will in a short time connect us by rail 
with the Eastern States, and which we 
hope will bring us population and wealth, 
we cannot wituess the departure of the old 
line without the deep regret that must fol­ 
low the loss of an old and well-tried friend. 
Through storm and sunshine, over mount­ 
ain trails, through black mud and high 
water, tbe old company never failed, ex­ 
cept when it was impossible to do other­ 
wise, during all these long years, to bring 
us the news from abroad and to advance 
,tbe interests of this portion of the State. 
I t was the precursor of the railroad, aud 
now that the time has arrived to give way 
to its successor, it only remains for us to 
express the many obligations we have been 
under to the old company, and to bid it 
farewell.”

Coming upon her so suddenly she became 
frightened, and stepped directly in front, in­ 
stead of to one side. 
The bicycle struck her 
w ith great force. 
Tne lady was thrown vio­ 
lently, and received quite serious injuries. 
She will not be able to leave her room for 
several weeks, and the injuries received may 
be the cause of her death. 
Another accideut, 
similar to the one stated, occurred in the aft- 
ernooD at the cerner of Fourth and L streets. 
M rs. Fred. Iliewener was walking along on 
the sidewalk, leading by the hand her little 
three-year-old daughter. 
Wm. Farnsworth, 
oue of the employes of the Mechanics’ Store, 
came up behind them on a bicycle, and the 
little girl was knocked down and run over. 
H er injuries, though quite rerious, are not 
necessari'y fatal. 
The question is asked re­ 
peatedly, “ W hy do not the Trustees oass an 
ordinance, forbidding the use, upon the side­ 
walks, of those silent and dangerons bi­ 
cycles ?”

CUBING BY FAITH. 


THS MIRACLES PERFORMED BY FBAYEB 
IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


A Card for Dr. Calila—But Interesting 
Statements of Faith Cares—Is It the 
Work of the Imagination? 


I Boston Globe, August S th.! 
In the prevailing phases of thought and 
-discussion, it m ast be confessed th at phe­ 
nomena, classed under the somewhat in­ 
definite and much disputed term, miracles, 
are at considerable disadvantage in demon­ 
strating their authenticity. 
From the tab­ 
ernacle and camp ground at Old Orchard 
beach during the past week accounts have 
been wired over the country of alleged in­ 
terventions of divinity in the physical af­ 
fairs of m en; of remarkable cures of the 
halt, the crippled and the diseased by the 
simple prayer of faith. 
The convention, 
under whose auspices these extraordinary 
occurrences are averred to have taken 
place, was inaugurated July 27th, and came 
to a close yesterday noon. 
This is the 
sixth year of its session here. Dr. Charles 
Cullis, as in previous sessions, has been its 
leading spirit. 
Among the gentlemen who have taken 
active part in the proceedingsmay be men­ 
tioned : 
Rev. J. J. Miller, b ap tist; Rev. 
C. E. Mallory, b a p tist; 
R jv. S. S. 
Mathews, Congregational; Rev. Charles 
Munger, M ethodist; Rev. Marcus Ames, 
Congregational ; Rev. Mr. DenniB of the 
C hristians; 
Rev. F. D. Sanford, unde­ 
nominational ; Rev. Hugh Johnson, Fred. 
VV. M -Kenny, Captain R. Kelso Carter, 
David B. Updegraff, Friend ; Rev. I. Luce, 
Rsv. Charles Nichols, Rev. F. E. Shaw, 
and Rev. B. B. Scott. 
The daily grove 
gatherings have apparently been of much 
interest to those taking part, but it is 
principally with the two meetings for the 
practical test «if the faith cure and the re­ 
sults thereof that the outside world is in­ 
terested. 
These were held the afternoons 
of Monday and Wednesday in the Taber­ 
nacle. This structure is a large rectangular 
one with a semi-clerestory, and is capable 
of seating about 1,200 people. 
Everybody 
was not allowid to enter this temple of the 
supernatural. Visitors from mere curiosity 
were steadfastly • debarred from gazing 
upon the simple rites of the uiysteiious 
ministry of healing. 
Only those who de­ 
sired help by prayer and professed un­ 
shaken faith in the promises of the Lord 
were permitted to pass through the care­ 
fully guarded door. 
Occasionally a skeptic 
or an unrighteous scoffer by insincere pro­ 
fessions would slip through the portal, but 
in such cases the parties very soon 


BETRAYED THEIR INCREDULOUS STATE OF 
MIND 
And were promptly requested to withdraw. 
The scene about the doors and approaches 
was much the same on each of the dayB re­ 
ferred to. 
It was a most anomalous pro 
cession, with a suggestiveness of Biblical 
pictures, that hied slowly and laboriously 
up the neglected sand road and passed into 
the Tabernacle. 
All ages and both sexes 
were to be seen. 
There were cripples, tot­ 
tering on crutches ; haggard, pale parcels 
of human nature, assisted along the path 
by their hopeful relatives ; little children 
in arms and cradles, with the unmistakable 
signs of suffering on their young faces ; 
helpless gray-haired men and women in in­ 
valid chairs ; the blind, the deaf, the dis­ 
eased—victims of all the complicated ills 
th at humanity is heir to, and not a few 
that

THE 
SICK, 
But were wholesome and robust enough, as 
far as the casual eye could determine. Once 
within the Tabernacle, the patients were 
taken in oharge by the ministers and pro­ 
fessors of the faith, and conducted to the 
rough benches at one end of the hall, 
where they awaited with patience the ex­ 
pected working of the spirit that should 
deliver them from the diseases of the flesh. 
Dr. Cullis had addressed them in a prepa­ 
ratory way at the morning meetings, giv­ 
ing an outline of his own experience and 
teiiing wuat seemed to be the necessary 
condition of faith cure. 
“ I t was about 
eighteen years ago,” he said, “ th at for a 
long time my mind was exercised before 
God as to whether it 
was 
not His 
will that the work of faith in which 
H e had placed me, ehculd extend to 
the 
enre 
of 
disease 
as 
well 
as 
the alleviation of the miseries of the 
spiritually afflicted. 
The instructions con­ 
tained in James v., 14 and 15, seemed to 
me very plain, ‘ Is there, any sick amoDg 
you? Let him call for the elders of the 
church ; and let them pray over him, 
anointiDg him with oil in the name of the 
Lord. 
And the prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and the Lord shall raise him up ; 
and if he have committed sins they shall 
be forgiven him.’ 
I asked myself, that if 
1 can rely on God’s word, ‘ Whatsoever 
y e shall ask in My name, that will I do,’ 
why cannot I also trust Him to fulfill His 
promises as to the healing of the body ? 
Soon afterward the ‘ Life of Dorothea Trn- 
dell,’ the saintly healer of Mannedorf, 
Switzerland, fell into my hands, and the 
inquiry was raised, ‘ If God can perform 
such wonders in Mannedorf, why not in 
Roston ?’ 
At that time I had under my 
professional care a Christian lady afflicted 
with a tumor, which confined her almost 
continuously to her bed in severe suffering. 
All remedies were unavailing, and 


THE ONLY HUMAN HOPE WAN THE KNIFE ; 
Bat, feeling in my heart the power of the 
scriptural promise, I one morning sat down 
by her bedside and read aloud the passages 
from the Bible bearing on the point. 
I 
then asked her if she would trust the 
Lord. 
She said she would. 
I prayed for 
her and anointed her with oil in the name 
of the God, asking Him to fulfill His own 
word. 
Soon after I left she got up and 
walked three miles. 
From that time the 
tum or rapidly lessened until all trace of it 
at length disappeared. 
The work since 
th at triumph of faith has gone nobly on. 
Though not a bill has ever been presented 
to onr patients, we have not been in lack 
of funds ; SñOO.OOO has been receivecl with­ 
out sclicitations 
or 
collecting 
agents 
Every kind of disease that has been met 
with has been cured. 
To be sure, all cases 
th a t have presented themselves have not 
been cured. 
The reason may have been a 
lack of faith. 
Much opposition has been 
met with from both pulpit and religious 
press.” 
Taese were the preparatory words 
of Dr. Cullis, but they were spoken chiefly 
a t the morning service. 
At the afternoon 
meetings he mounted the platform merely 
to request bis hearers to have perfect faith 
and await the will oi the Lord. 
He then 
retired to the further end of the building, 
and the patients were led to him in their 
turn. But a moment was devoted to each. 


A QUESTION 
Was asked as to their faith, and then the 
forehead of the candidate for healiDg was 
touched with a linger dipped in consecrated 
oil as the brief formula of exhortation 
was repeated. 
Meanwhile the voices of 
ministers and others endeavoring to keep 
strong the faith of the patients by testi­ 
mony of their experience with the Great 
Physician, and now and then the sound of 
some softly-snng hymn came from the other 
end of the Tabernacle and was wafted 
through the half-open windows to the bear­ 
ing of the many enrions listeners without 
The immediate results of the faith tests 
have been somewhat exaggerated by hear­ 
say and in the published reports. 
Yonr 
correspculent cannot ascertain that there 
waa any such general throwing down of 
cratches and walking off in physical per­ 
fection as has been reported. Some of the 
patients, indeed, made their way home on 
foot unattended, whom it had been necea 
sary to assist to the place of prayer, but 
moat of them with the advice of the doc 
tor desisted from attempting too much at 
once, and returned to their hotels and 
cottages in mnch the same way as they 
came. 
But that many of the invalids had 
been benefited by their experience, and 
that some remarkable cares, in the opinion, 
a t least, of the patientB and their friends, 
had been effected, soon became apparent.

RECOVERIES FROM ALMOST EVERT VARIETY 
Of human ill have for the past week formed 


the staple of the gossips of the cottagers 
and boarders in the neighborhood of the 
camp ground. 
These summer visitors are 
for the most part Christian people, whose 
religion is uppermost in their thoughts. 
Yet even among such conscientious peo­ 
ple the Globe representative found in his 
investigation that the results of prayer and 
faith in healing disease lose nothing of the 
miraculous in being passed from mouth to 
mouth. 
Yet any one who has been pres­ 
ent at the meetings could hardly fail to be 
impressed by the quantity of obviously 
sincere testimony offered by the patients 
themselves as to the beuefits they were 
positive they had derived from perfect 
faith in the promise in James, through the 
assistance and ministration of Dr. Cullis.

Urge quantities 
were found in France, in alkaline earths, 
and the supply is supposed to be adequate 
to all demands. 
This is a striking instance 
of the unexpected practical value often 
found in products originally suppc$pd to 
be of interest only to theoretical chemists.

L o n d o n , Auznst 25th.—T h e d is p a tc h an - 
noum intr th e caplure of Tel-el Kebir, with 
2.000 prisoners, was received with incredulity, 
as it was not believed th at the British ad­ 
vance could p u-ibly have traversed nearly 
forty miles of difficult country and captured 
an intrenched position w bhin less than 
twenty-four hours. 
The W ar Office c >tn- 
tnunicated at once with General Wolseley, 
and learned that Tel el-M ahnts, ten miles 
from Iim alis, and hut three miles from the 
British outposts at Nefi the, wee the place occu­ 
pied by the van of tie British column. 
The 
position waa not seriously defended by Arabi’» 
troops, and the prisoners taken, about 200 
in cumber, were mostly sick and wonnded. 
A rabi’s recent movements tully confirm the 
intim ation conveyed in previous dispatches, 
to the elf set that the Egyptian leader would 
not risk a general engagement with tbe British 
a t any point near their immediate base, but 
would fall back to Tel el Kebir, or even Zig- 
azig, in order to deprive them of the eupport 
of their ironclad fl*et, and at the same time 
afford an opportunity for the effective use of 
his large force of Bedouins and other irregu- 
l»r cavalry in the open country on their Hank. 
I t is not believed th at Arabi will make

N atives who have just come into the British 
lines report th at there is a strong covering to 
all approaches to the towD, which is mounted 
with heavy guns, and that Arabi has strength­ 
ened his force a t Burden, and also posted a 
detachm ent of infantry aud artillery at Bel- 
bec, on the fresh-water canal, about fourteen 
miles south of Tel-el-Kebir, to guard against 
any attem pt to flank his present p isition.

GENERAL WOLSELEY’S RErORT. 


L o n d o n , August 2 5 tb .—General Wolseley, 
in a dispatch to the W ar Office, recounts the 
engagement at M agfar on Thursday, in which 
be held the ground the whole day against 
10.000 
Egyptians. 
His forces numbered 
2,000. 
In the details Wolseley says : “ I ad ­ 
vanced in the morning before daybreak with 
the Household Cavalry, the horse artillery 
guns, thirty mounted iufantry, 1,000 men 
from the York and Lancaster regimenté, and 
marines. 
A fter some skirmishing I took pos­ 
session of the dam which the enemy had con­ 
structed across the c 'nal between the villages 
of Magfar and M ahata. 
Duting the opera­ 
tions two squadrons of the Household Cav­ 
alry charged tbe enemy’s broken infantry 
very gallantly. 
I soon found the enemy was 
being largely reinforced from Tal-el-Kebir. 
1 could see the trains arriving. 
I thought it 
inconsistent with traditions for the Queen’s 
arm y to retire before any number of Egyptian 
troops, and so I decided to hold the ground 
until reinforcements arrived. 
All day long I 
had the Egyptian force of 10 000 with two 
guns, in my front aud on my right flank. The 
precision of the erem y’s artillery tire was 
very good, but fortunately they fired common 
shell nearly all day, and when they did fire 
shrapnel the fuse was badly adjusted. The 
enemy had cavalry regiments in line. 
Our 
horses, having been receatiy on board ship, 
were not in a condition to gallop much. The 
two horse artillery guns were used with 
pluck and ability. 
Our casualties have been 
slight. Captain Hallam was wounded through 
the leg, aud Lord Melguud was wonnded 
through the hand. 
Captain F a n ’s mounted 
infantry distinguished itself. 
All the troops 
did well. 
To-morrow (Friday) I shall attack 
the enemy’s position at Holenke, and hope 
to take possession of the dam which they 
constructed.” 
In a telegram dispatch at 
2 o’clock this morning General Wolseley 
adds : “ I omitted to say th at I had wi li me 
yesterday two Gatling guns, worked by Bea- 
men, who handled the gUQs adm irably.” 
ANOTHER REPORT FROM GENERAL WOLSELET, 


L o n d o n , August 25th.—The W ar O ffice 
has received the following from General 
W olseley: 
• 
I s m a il ia , 
August 25th — Eveoing. — I 
pushed in again this morning at daybreak. 
The enemy hod a strongly-intreDched posi­ 
tion at Mahalla, and from tbe bold way in 
which thay attacked yesterday, I hoped they 
would Btand their ground to-day. 
They with­ 
drew their guns, however, last night. 
They 
had twelve in action yesterday. 
The force at 
my disposal this morning is the F irst Divis­ 
ion and all the English cavalry, w ith sixteen 
guns. 
M y intention was to pivot on my left 
a t the dam we took yesterday, and swiDg 
round to my right, to take the enemy’s posi 
tion in the flank, and drive them into the 
fresh water canal. 
I sent the cavalry com 
pletely around their position, to occupy the 
railway in their rear and if possible capture 
their engines and rolling stock. 
This oper­ 
ation was very well carried out. All the heavy 
work devolved on the cavalry and artillery, 
which were well handled by Major-General 
Lowe. 
He attacked the rear of the enemy, 
who had a large camp at the Mahsameh rail­ 
way station, which he took, routing the en­ 
emy, with considerable loss, taking 
five 
K rupp guns, 75 railway carriages laden with 
provisions, aud a large quantity of ammnui- 
tion and rifl's. 
Notwithstanding the fact 
of our horses being U D fit for heavy work, and 
the long march which the reinforcements I 
ordered yesterday had to make. I have 
reason to be pleased with what has been 
done. 
Although I did not intend advancing 
beyond M ahrlla for some days, such has been 
the succss of the cavalry to-day th at I intend 
to-morrow 
to 
occupy 
Kiesadiü 
lock 
of the fresh 
water 
canal, 
about 
two 
and a half miles west of Meshameh station. 
Its position will secure us a safe passage 
across the desert lyiug between Ismailia and 
the cultivated land of the delta. 
The enemy 
seem so demoralized, and so averse to await 
the attack of our infantry, that it is possible 
they will not make the determined stand I 
anticipated before we reach Zagszig. 
The 
Guards, under the Duke of Connaught, made 
a very trying march yesterday across the des­ 
ert. 
They were well handled by him. 
The 
loeses yesterday were : 
Household Cavalry, 
one private killed and five wounded and ten 
horseB killed ; horse artillery, two privates 
killed; York 
and 
L m caster 
regiments, 
one 
private 
killed 
and 
five 
w onnded; 
marine 
artillery, 
one 
private 
killed ; 
mounted infantry, two 
officers wounded. 
There have bten forty-eight sunstrokes among 
the privates, one fatal, to-dav. 
So far as I 
have been able to ascertain, M ajor Bibby and 
sevtnty-cight dragoons have been severely 
wonnded. 
I will send further particulars 
to-morrow. 
Admiral Seymour has organized 
a boat service along the canal, on which we 
have mainly to depend for supplies until the 
locomotives get to work. 
The army owe the 
navy a deep debt of gratitude for the assist­ 
ance they retdered. 


A TRIUMPH POE DÜFPERIN. 
C o n st a n tin o pl e, August 25tb.—The Porte 
has addressed a protest to Lord Dufferin in 
regard to the interruption of telegraphic 
communication with Egypt, the Porte being 
unabie to communicate with its officers at the 
Khedive’s palace. 
General confidence is ex­ 
pressed in diplomatic circles and by the press 
th at the moderate party has triumphed, and 
th at the M ilitary Convection will be con­ 
cluded. 
Lord Dufferin’s essential demands 
are already conceded, aud only the question 
of form awaits decision. 


LORD DUPFERIN’S LAST PROPOSITION. 


C o n s t a n t i n o p l e , August 25-.h.— Lord Duf- 
feriu to day informed Said Pasha and Aussim 
Pasha, th at his Government, by yielding to 
the objections raised by tbe Sultan, was pre­ 
pared to waive the demand that any move­ 
m ent of the Turkish troops should be first 
approved by the British. 
Lord Dufferin 
therefore proposed that the English and 
Turkish commanders should first deliberate 
together, a u d it the English Generals shou’d 
not approve the proposed operati ms, the 
Turkish commanders will be at liberty to 
carry them out. 
Said Pasha then urged that 
the landing of the Turkish troops at Alexan­ 
dria was indispensable for the future com­ 
bined action of the two armies. 
He sug­ 
gested that the Turkish make Alexandria, 
which the English would evacuate, their base 
of operations, while the British base of 
operations would be Ismailia.

The prisoners asked for three hours’ time, 
and promised to reveal the bidden place of 
the money stolen. 
This was acceded to, and 
they, in company wi h about thirty citizens, 
repaired to the foothills of the Pinal moun­ 
tains, about four miles from town, and there 
pointed out the hiding-place of the money. 
Most of it was found aud taken in charge 
by M r. Vot-burg, agent of the express com- 
p»ny at this place. 
The party then returntd 
to town and reassembled at the ball, when 
Hawley aaked for time to make ont a written 
confession and arrange his worldly affairs. 
This wa* granted, aud at a quarter before 2 
o’clock this morning the church bells were 
heard to toll. 
A procession was formed, 
gua'ding the prisoners on either side by 
well-armed men, and moved in the direction 
of a large sycamore tree on Main street, near 
Pinal creek. All wa* quiet and orderly, not a 
word being spoken or a whisper heard as tbe 
solemn march advanced, the prisoners not 
even flinching or expressing a sign of fear ; 
but advanced with a firm step, and in a short 
time were dangling in the air, b >th fastened 
to the limb of the a line tree. 
The business 
houses, including the saloons, closed their 
doors early in the eveoing, and not the least 
disorder occnrred, and not a drunken man 
was seen on the streets, 
Thu* ended thin 
terrible scene of retributive justice to hard 
ened criminals. 
A brother of the young 
Grimes executed, who was engaged here iu 
the photngr.aoh business, is also a confessed 
participant in this affair, but owing to his 
not being on the gronnd when the shooting 
was done, he was remanded hack to jail to 
await farther action. 
The dead men were 
left hanging to the tree until 8 o’clock this 
morning, when an inquest was held by the 
Coroner aud the bodies handed over to the 
Sheriff.
